Too Many Fads, Says Vincent. 

“There are an awful lot of fads in the 
schools that ought to be kicked out,"’ de- 
chared Trustee William A. Vincent. 

“T am in favor of wiping the slate of this 
whole curriculum problem,” said President 
James B. MecFatrich: “I am opposed to 
mound building, rifie practice, and making 
pillows. Iam in for physical culture. The 
children ought to develop that grand mechan- 
ism that God hae given them.” 

“This means a blow at sewing in some of 
the grades and at all play work," eaid Trustee 
Sonsteby. ‘It hits bookbinding, reed and 
rattan work, boy’s sewing, and entertain- 
ments to get money to buy pictures anc other 
things for the schools. It’s the biggest thing 
of the year.” 

The subject arose as a result of a letter 
written to President McFatrich by Mrs. 
Frank Crozier, 945 East Fifty-third street, 
whose children attend the Kozminski school, 
Fifty-fourth street and Ingleside avenue. 
She complained that her children were re- 
quired to sew, cook, and bind books and 
make clay models at school and do their 
“three R” work at home. 

She declared their health was being im- 
paired by overwork and that she recently 
had found it necessary to take one of them 
out of school 

Other Side of Argument. 

The other side of the question was argued 
in @ striking mamner by an exhibit of Christ- 
mas work done by children of 700 classes itn 
the aixth and seventh grades under the direc- 


+ tion of Miss Mary 8. Snow, supervisor of 


household arts.

by Women in Fight on 
Living Cost. 


PRICE 24 CENTS A DOZEN. 


One million best April cold storage eggs 
will be the retail market in Chicago to- 
day at the flat price of 24 cents a dozen. 
Club women of Chicago will sell them at 
about thirty different stations about the 
city, under the auspices of the Chicage Clean 
Food club. 

The retailers say the egg sale is the 
scheme of speculators to unload. 

The speculators say the egg sale will 
show up the retailers @8 robbers for 
demanding as high as 45 cents a dozen 
for the same eggs. : 

The consumer is thankful of the oppor- 
tunity to buy eggs cheap. 

The club women ignore all charges by 
saying no matter if the egg speculators 
are unloading, the sale will lower prices. 

The state food commissioner says the 
egg sale will be a godsend to the con- 
sumer, a fortunate occurrence for the 
egg speculator, and a good lésson to 
the retailer. 

These are all the phases of the question on 
the dawn of “ Egg day.” 

How the Plan Was Worked. 

An egg cOmmission man who eaid he dis- 
liked publicity, and who—shrinkingly— 
talked at length to reporters, claims the 
honor of introducing the million eggs to the 
Chicago housewives. He said in part: 

“ Last Friday, upon an invitation from Mrs, 
John C. Bley, president of the Chicago Clean 
Food club. I had dinner with her at the Ham- 
jiton club. She wanted to know if Chi- 
cago could not emulate the example of 
Philadelphia and bring the price of eggs 
down. I told her the market at the 
present time was just in the conditiom for 
it. 

“Last Saturday night she called me by 
telephone and told me to buy the eggs, that 
the club members had decided to take the 
proposition up. I at once took up quarters 
at the Hamilton clubr I have neglected my 
business alb week. I disliked the publicity 
of the matter on account of my business, 

* But I found women can hold a secret. 
Mrs. Bley was pledged not to disclose my 
name. She did not. It has only been on 
account of charges which have arisen from 
the mystery that I have come forward, I 
believe it will be successful, and, if so, I ex-

FLIGHT OF HENRI ROCHETTE 
CAUSES SENSATION IN PARIS. 


Former Banker, Twice Sentenced for 
Embezzlemeit of $30,000,000 and 


Out on Bail, Suddenly Disappears. 


4 PARIS, Dec.20.—Great indignation has been 
aroused here by the discovery that Henri 
Rochette, the banker and promoter, who was 
twice sentenced for embezzlement and wes 
out of prison on bell, has disappeared. 
Rochette’’ case involved @ sensational par- 
Mamentary investigation, in which M. Clem- 
enceau, the ex-premier; M. Lepine, prefect 
of Paris, and other officials were examined 
Rochette, by various frauds, according to 
the testimony by which he was convicted, 
robbed the French public of savings amount- 
ing to $30,000.000. He was arrested March 
23, 1908, but was released on $40,000 bail. He

Becomes Il and Verdict Is 
Halted Until Today. 


‘DEFENDANT IS ANXIOUS. 


The gulit or innocence of George W. Fitz- 
gerald, accused of stealing $173,000 from the 
eubtreasury, is In doubt. The jury will not 
formally tndicate whether or not it has beer 
able to agree until some time today. 

The jurors deliberated from 5 o'clock In 
the afternoon until 9 at night, and then the 
fllness of one, Harold C. Russell, a young 
farmer from Oswego, interrupted the pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. Russell’s indisposition is not serious 
and he is expected to join his associates fn 
the discussion this morning. Meantime, de- 
spite the information that no baHots had 
been taken, Fitzgerald grew nervous. The 
four hours of ellence from the jury room 
worried him. 

He lit and relit his cigar a dozen times, and 
his conversation with friends who waited 
with him was forced. His elder daughter, 
Julia, left the courtroom in tears. 


“Y’'m Not Worried,” He Says. 

“T'm not worried,’ said Fitzgerald ae he 
paced up and down the ccfridor outside of 
Judge Carpenter's courtroom. “I'm inno- 
cent.”’ 

Assistant District Attorri#ty Godman fin- 
ished his argument at 4:30, and as he‘sat 
d€own the defendant's lawyer, Mr. Litzinger, 
with whom he has not been on good ternis. 
arose from his chair and shook him by the 
hand. Judge Carpenter then occupied half 
an hour with his instructions to the jury. 
He told them not to convict Fitzgerald jum 
because they had a strong suspicion of his 
guilt, and, on the other hand, he counseled 
them that the possession of a large sum of 
money, unexplained, by a man accused of 
(heft, should be considered in arriving at a 
verdict. 

“The hypothesis of guilt must fow natur- 
ally from the circumstances when only cir- 
cumstantial evidence ig used,” he said. ‘‘ The 
circumstances taken as a whole must be in- 
consistent with arly theory of innocence.’’ 


Juror’s Illness Announced. 

Two bailiffs were sworn by the clerk to 
guard the jury, and they hurried to their 
room as if anxious to get to work on the 
final steps of the case, After an hour of

Northern hotel for dinner and at 7 o'clock 
returned to the federal building. 

Two hours later there was a rap on the 
door and a deputy marshal answered the 
summons.

For this white haired man of 75 yeara it was 
an ordeal to sit in the witness chair for more 
than four hours and answer the probing 
questions put to him by Mr. Untermyer. 

If there is any lawyer in the country miore 
familiar with the detaile of money concen- 
tration than Mr. Untermyer, he te not known 
to the committee. If there is any man in 
the world who knows more about money 
control than Mr. Morgan, from personal ex- 
perience, that man has yet to appear. 

The two men faced each other with smoi- 
Gering determination. The one primed by 
study and actual knowledge ofthe things 
Mr. Morgan has doné and is doing, the other 
equally familiar with his own acts, but re- 
sentful of the interpretation his inquisitor de. 
pired to place upon them. 

The lawyer looked at the financier through 
ferret shaped eyes and the latter returned 
the gaze, his blue eyes under heavy eye- 
brows, bright and hard, occasionally flaming 
with indignation at what he regarded as 
an insulting staternent made by his cross- 
examiner. 

Gets Measure of Opponent. 

As the day progressed Mr. Morgan became 
more and more sure of himself. He acted as 
a man who had obtained the measmre of his 
opponent and who was prepared to give him 
as good as he sent.

“Tam not talking about voting treats now. 
I am passing upon the question of directors, 
of three directors who go into three. or four, 
or ten banks.

Says There Is No Money Trust. 

Q.—You are opposed to competition? A.— 
No, but I would rather have combination 
than competition I like a little competition, 
but 1 like combination better. I'd Hke to 
say something right here that I may not 
have a chance to say again. Without control 
you can’t do a thing. Control is the Iimpor- 
tant thing. Now, you speak of a money 
trust; no one man can get control of all the 
money. 

Q.—You mean no one man could monopolize 
money? A.—Yes, that’s it. 

‘But when a man has a vast power such 
as you have, as you admit you have, don't 
you?” asked Mr. Untermyer. 

* No,”’ angwered Mr. Morgan. 

* Don’t you feel it?’’ asked the lawyer. 

‘‘ No, I don't,”” replied the financier. 

** No man, you think, could keep great con- 
trol of money?” asked Mr. Untermyer. “‘ You 
believe that when he abuses his power he 
loses it?’

and credit. All the money in Christendom 
and all the banks In Christendom could not 


control money. There could be no mon2y 
trust,”’ 

Mr. Untermyer asked if men. had not mo- 
nopolized railroads and industry'and abuséd 
their powers. 

“T am not discussing the question of ra!l- 
roads or meréehandise; I'm talking about - 
money and credit,” said Mr. Morgan. He 
said a man might get contro} of the former; 
but could not get the latter. 


Likes Bank Competition.

Mr. Untermyer asked whether Mr. Morgan. 


thought competition among banks or concen- 
tration would be better. 

“I'd rather have competition,”’ replied Mr. 
Morgan when pressed for an anewer. 

He said he thought several men could be 
directors ‘in different banks and competition 
still be maintained among the banks. He 
added that he did not believe one man should 
run a great enterprise. 

Q-—Don'’t you run your firm? 
do not. 

He said he did not favor one man control 
of great enterprises of any kind, even rai)}- 
roads. 

“You believe In concentrated power?’ 
asked Mr. Untermyer. 

* Well, thatiisa question of personal power, 
of personality,” replied Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Untermyer asked about the possibilt- 
ties of competition between the Guaranty 
Trust company, the Bankers’ Trust company, 
and the Bank of Commerce. 

Mr. Morgan said that he knew nothing of 
the details of the management of those con- 
cerns. He said that the Bankers’ and Guar- 
anty companies had taken In seven other 
companies and really represented nine old 
trust companies.

Cites Laws Covering Voting. 

When the committee reassembled with Mr. 
Morgan again on the stand, Mr. U termyer 
read into the record laws covering the voting 
powers of stockholders in foreign banks. 
Mr. Untermyer referred to cumulative vot- 
ing. 

“You know that there is cumulative voting 
in the Pennsylvania railroad. Under the plan 
one-seventh of the stockholders,can.get to- 
gether and elect a director, two-sevenths ean 
elect two directors. Thus ‘they can secure a 
minority representation. Now most direc- 
torates are controlled by bare majorities,’’ 
he said. 

“ Yeo,” agreed Mr. Morgan. 

Q.—Don't you think that the minority 
should be represented in a directorate? A.— 
I think that's a very good plan. 

He added he would favor cumulative vot- 
ing if it would secure that résult. Mr. Mor- 


gan observed that the figures showing stock / 


voting methods in foreign banks as intro- 
duced by Mr. Untermyer seemed to Indicate 
control by what resembled “ voting trusts.’’ 

“They could simply put their stock under 
i different names and evade thatlaw. I don't 
want to suggest that, but it could be done,” 
he sald.

| tions regarding arnendments only one arti- 


cle of the constitution can be amended at 
@ time, and it takes fwo years before it can 
be ratified by the people. There are urgent 
demands for the amendment ofthr> ~*more 
articles at the present time, but the rivalry 
between the advocates of each of theese ir 
likely to defeat them all in the coming ses- 


‘sion of the legislature, as it did in the last. 


Amendments Beaten in House. 

“ Amendmertis providing for the initiative 
ahd referendum, abolishing minority repre- 
sentation, and providing for the submission 
of three amend ments’at one time, all passed 
the senate in the Forty-seventh general as- 
semnbly, but were defeated in the house. 

“ The abolition of minoriay representation, 
providing for initiative and referendum, 
would come under the legislative 
Making provision for a shorter ballot would 
amend principally the executive article. The 
revenue amendment would, of course, come 
under the revemie article. It would take at 
least six years to submit amendments to 
these three articles, and besides these there 
are others which should receive attention. In 
a constitutional convention they could all be 
cohsidered. 

“ But & must be borne in mind that a con- 
stitutional convention can be held only under 
the definite requirements of our present con- 
stitution. A resolution setting forth the need 
of such @ convention must be adopted by a 
two-thirds vote of each house. 


People Finally to Decide. 

“ The proposition of whether or not a con: 
vention shall be called must then be sub- 
mitted to the people at the next general elec- 
tion. 

“If it is approved by a majority of all the 
votes cast at that election, then the folldw- 
ing general assembly would make provision 
for such convention, There would be twice 
ag many delegates as there are senators, or 
102, two elected from each senatorial dis 
trict. | i 

“ Under the present apportionment sixty- 


four of these would come from downstate 


districts and thirty-eight from Chicago. The 
constitution adopted by the convention would 
have to be ratified by the people at a special 
rélection held for whee ‘purpose before going 
into effect. <— 

A’ eohstitutional botdention would én- 
able IMinois. to modernize her constitution 
ahd remove some. of the restrictions laid 
down over forty years ago which are an 
actual impediment to progress; while under 
the limitations laid down for such a conmven- 
tidn it. would be impossible to put any provi- 
sion in the new constitution that did not 
meet the aprpoval of the people of the state. 

“The plan is safe and in line with. prog- 
ress. If begun now it will take three years 


before we can have a new constitution. We 


should begin at once by passing the neves- 
sary resolution in the coming session of the 


legisiature.”’

The “wet and “dry” question, so far as 
the organization of the new Illinois house of 
representatives. is concerned, is practically 
a dead issue.

@ roll caN on the county option lew. 


Progressives Issue Ultimatum, 

The Progressive party of Cook county has 
issued the following ultimatum concerning 
the legislative situation, addressed to the 
chairmen of the Democratic, Republican, 
and Socialist parties: 

“The Progressive party of Cook county 
invites your active codperation in abolishing 
the party column and the party circle in all 
local elections and bringing about the elec- 
tion of all local officials on a nonpartisan 
basis.

CAPTURED WITH THE LOOT. 


Use Old Fashioned Methods to Get 
Miners’ Pay—Secret Service Agents 
Corner Men Near Silver City, N. M. 


Silver City,-N. M., Dec. 1\—[Spectal.]— 


Three armed bandits, masked and deter- 
mined to kill if resistance was offered, last 
night robbed the stage coach plying between 
Silver City and Mogolion, N. M., in the most 
approved fashion of the early days of the 
“ wild and woolly west.’’ 

The bandits secured several thousand dol- 
lars in gold and bank notes being taken into 
Mogollion to pay off the employés of the mines 
there, but within a few hours were captured 
and the loot recovered by Postoffice Inspec- 
tors Ralph Smith of Denver and Patrick 
Moran of Santa Fe.

TURKISH ADMIRAL | 


KILLED IN FIGHT 


| Greek Captain Brings News to 


Athens of Damage to Halil 
Pasha’s Flagship. 


BOMBS USED BY AVIATOR. 


Explosives Dropped Into For- 
tress of Janina Destroy Prin- 
cipal Buildings. 


ATHENS, Dec’ 19—Vice Admiral! Halil 
Pasha, formerly minister of marine in the 
Turkish’ cabinet, was. killed in the naval 
engagement between the Greeks and Turks 
off the Dardanelles on Monday. 

This is the report received from a Greek 
captain, who has just arrived from the Dar- 
danelies, and made public through a semi- 
official agency. 

The vice admiral was on board: the flagship 
Kheyr-e0-Din-Barbarossa, which, accord- 
ing to the same authority, was seriously 
damaged. Four other officers aboard the 
flagship were killed: and a large number of 
salflors were killed or wounded. A hospital 
ship was sent to take care of the wounded. 

Three of the other Turkish ships engaged 
in the battle were damaged. The flagship 
was pierced by shells.on both the port and 
starboard sides and it. was necessary to use 
the collision mats inorder to keep the ship 
from sinking. 


Many Slain at Janina. 
A check sustained by the Garibaldian le- 


gion, whereby they lost all their officers and 
400 men killed and wounded, gave rise to the 


rumor of a Turkish victory at Janina. A 
Constantinople dispatch Wednesday reported 
a great victory by the Turkish troops over the 
Greek. army at Janina on Sunday, whem it 
was asserted 400 Greeks were killed and 126 
wounded. 


Bombs Dropped by Aviator. 

PARIS, Dec. 19.—A veritable hail of bombs 
was thrown into the Turkish fortress of 
Janina by Montoussis, a Greek military air- 
man, an@ an accompanying comrade who 
yesterday flew over that city in an aeroplane, 
according to official advices received hera 

Montoussis took a large supply of bombs 
with him in his biplane, and heand the Greek 
officer with him hurled these explosive mis- 
' siles down on to the principal buildings, to 
which they caused serious damage. ‘ 


Massacre by Turks Reported. 
PORT SAID, Dec. 19.—A wireless message 
from the Greek government vessel Mace- 
donia says the Turks have massacred the 
Christians in Mitylene. The number killed 
is not known. 


Recess of Peace Conference. 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The peace conference 
held a brief session today. The Turkish 
delegates announced that fresh instructions 
had been dispatched from Constantinople by 
special courier, therefore adjournment until 
Saturday was taken, by which time the in- 
structions should reach London. 

News comes from the Ottoman capital to- 
night that the government is empowering the 
delegates to proceed with the negotiations 
with the Greek as well as the Balkan pleni- 
potentiaries. This decision tends towards 
peace, as there has been a suspicion that the 
Turks were maneuvering for time so they 
might strengthen their army. 

The conference is now in exactly the same 
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positicn as the Portsmouth conference after 
the first week's work. The different parties 
are caily. feeling the way before striking ‘a 
decisive blow. 

In the meantime theallies are concentrat- 
ing’ greater forces along the Tehatalja fror:t 
to enable them, if war is resumed, to arrive 
at Constantinople within a few days. 


Hopes for Intervention. 

The prevailing opinion is that the various 
posiponements are aiming at intervention 
by the powers. Turkey hopes to obtain 
better terms through the powers, some of 
whom have predominant interests in the 
Ottoman empire. Besides, Turkey. would 
consider it less humiliating to cede terri- 
tory on pressure from the powers than at 
the command of these Balkan states which 
were depicted to the Mussulman world unti! 
recently as negligible quantities. 

The Greek proposals will be more com- 
plicated than those of the other allies, be- 
cause they include the question of capitu- 
lations, which Greece alone among the 
Balkan states enjoys in Turkey with the 
greac powerm The capitulations, orlgina!- 
ly imposed on Turkey by the republic of 
Genoa in 1553, include exemption from tax- 
ation for foreign subjects, special courts, 
and other privileges. Greece is ready to 
accept a clause in the treaty with Turkey 
promising to renounce the right to capitu- 
lations when the’ other powers do the same. 

Ancther Greek delegate arrived today. He 
brought important papers to Premier Veni- 
zelos. He is Rizo Rangabe, whose father; a 
poet and archeologist, was called ‘‘ The 
Victor Hugo of Greece." 


PLOT TO ROB DENVER MINT 
CALLED DEMENTED MAN’S IDEA 


Letter Suggests Blowing Up the Vaults, 
Scattering $500,000,000 Through- 
out City to Benefit of the Needy. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 19.—Investigation ofa 
report of a plot to dynamite the Denver mint 
and rob it of its contents revealed the fact 
that a reference to blowing up the building 
was made by a person whose mind is thought 
to be unbalanced. 

Three weeks ago a letter, written here 
and addressed “Public Comfort Station, 
Denver,’’ was delivered to the janitor at the 
Station, and he, after reading it, turned it 
over to Chief of Police O'Neill. 

The writer suggested that, since many per- 
sons in Denver are out of work and have lit- 
tle money, it was-not just,;to horde a vast 
amount of gold and silver in the mint. He 
suggested that dynamite be placed under 
the building and the $500,000,000 in gold and 
bullion be scattered all over the city so every- 
one could help himself. 

The police turned the letter over to the 
federal authorities, who forwarded it: to 
Washington. 


SEA GIVES UP AIRSHIP CREW; 
SEARCHERS FIND TWO BODIES. 


Remains of Aviator Kearny andi News- 
paper Man Found Near Los Angeles— 
Life Preserver Floats One, 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 19.—The bodies of 
Horace Kearny, aviator, and Chester Law- 
rence, hewspaper man, finally given up by the 
sea, lie tonight ima little undertaking shopat 
Redondo Beach. 

Ten hours after the body of the young re- 
porter, battered almost beyond recognition 
by waves and rocks, was found on the pre- 
cipitous coast near: Rocky Point, that of his 
aviator companion was picked up a mile 
away at sea by a searching party. 

Kearny’s body was found entangled in 
kelp and partly attached to a life presgerver. 
the white cloth of which, glistening in the 


sunlight, attracted the searchers to the spot.

AFTER MASSACRE 


Sack 


Mexican. Revolutionists ‘ 
Town Before Federal 
Troops Arrive. 


HEROIC DEFENSE MADE. 


Garrison Fights Until Ammuni- 
tion Is Gone and Then 
Meets Fate. 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico, Dec. 19.—One 
hundred rebels and forty rural guards and 
(Own people were killed in a fierce battle 
at Huejuquilla yesterday. The town was 
sacked by the rebels, who committed many 
outrages. 

A force of 600 rebels, commanded by Gen. 
Cheche Campos, in the morning attacked 
the little town. which is in the state of Jalisco 
near the boundary of Zacatecas. 

The garrison, which consisted of fifty rural 
guards, with the assistance of armed citizens, 
held them off for thirty hours until the store 
of ammunition in the-town was exhausted. 
Then the rebels forced their way in, burned 
many of the buildings in the town, and com- 
mitted every kind of outrage, according to 
reports which have reached’ here. 

Some hours later reinforcements of federal 
troops arrived and drove the rebels out after 
killing a large number of them. 


U. §. May Warn Mexico, 


Washington, D: C., Dec. 19.—The unsatis- 
factory conditions existing in Mexico as a 


result of the continuance of the rebellion 
absorbed much of the time of the president 
today. He had interviews with Secretary 
Knox and Henry Lane Wilson, the Ameri- 
can ambassador’ to: Mexico. 

There is reason to believe that when the 
ambassador returns to Mexico early next 
week he will bear with him instructions from 
the president and the secretary of state 
calculated to induce the Mexican. govern- 
ment to renew its efforts to terminate the 
rebellion or at least to greatly enlarge the 
military forces which are. supposed to be 
protecti the property of foreigners from 
depredations. The response of the Mexican 
government to the note of Secretary Knvux 
last September, calling attention to the 
need for more drastic measures to restore 
order along the border, was far from satis- 
factory to this government. Therefore it is 
believed the fresh instructions which Mn 
Wilson hag received will cause him to insist 
firmly upon the correction of these abusea,

Some of 
the factors that are wearing on the tissues and, 
therefore, in time, result [In hardening of the ar- 
teries are venereal disease, alcohal poisoning, gout, 
rheumatism, living at too rapid a pace, the strenu- 
ous life. The point I then made was that, to avoid 
hardening of the arteries at 60, one must avoid the 
causes during his forty years and his ff.y years. 
When hardening has been found te be present there 
ts littte use in locking the stable door, for the horse 
ia out.

4. If the disease is due to tubercle bactll! the 
treatment is that of tuberculosis. As for the other 
cases, usually rest and light diet ie all that is 
called for.

STARTED A BANK 
ON $1, 000 CAPITAL 


Former Cashide. of Defunct 
Institution Startles Court 
by Story of Finance, — 


BACKER TAKES MONEY. 


Operate on Depositors’ Cash; Re- 
ceiver Found Only Three 
Cents of Assets. 


Judge Newcomer, sitting in the Municipal 
court, heard a story of private banking yes- 
terday that revealed so much gullibility on 
the part of depositors as to prove almost in- 
credible. 


The Institution in question was the Cosmo- 
politan bank, which during its short life was 
at 268 East Washington street. St. Law- 


was the narrator of its history. He ap- 
peared in court as plaintiff in a suit against 
Morris Siegal for the collection of a note 
4 for $500 given in 1910. 

It was asserted by Slegal that he gave the 
note to help bolster the bank’s assets, merely 
as a loan, but that he received no considera- 
tion of any kind. The case was nonsuited 
after this assertion was not controverted. 

In September, 1909, Samuel a. Bell of 
Green Bay, Wis., Milo F. Lewis, a lawyer in 
Chicago, and Mr. Chandler, who had been 
a banker in Canada, started the bank with 
$1,000 paid in by Bell. Two weeks after the 
bank started deposits sufficient to carry on 
its business had been obtained and the bank 
was making a profit on its operations. 

Bell then withdrew his $1,000 capital and 
'the bank continued to operate through the 

use of the depositors’ money. Things went 
, along prosperously until the summer of 1910. 

when Bell went back to Green Bay. A short 

time later, Chandler told the judge, Lewis 
went to London in an effort to prove that he 
was an heir to the Drake estate tn England. 
' This keft Chandler as the guiding spirit of 
the bank. By the middle of Devember, only a 
few months after the departure of his part- 
ners, the bank was in the hands of a receiver

PLODS IN STORM 


Four Women of New York 
Delegation. Survive in. 
March to Albany. 


WALK. IN RAIN AND SNOW 


Weary Squad Tramps Into Fish- 
kil!, N. Y., After Seorning 
Auto Ride. 


Fishkill, N. Y., Dec. 19.—It was two hours 
after dark and snowing when the suffragist 
“army ” that is on its way to Albany to de- 
liver a message to Gov. Sulzer marched into 
this city tonight. Winding roads stretched 
sixteen reputed miles into twenty-two and 
the four survivors of the band of thirty-four 
women which started from New York on 


Monday limped in at 7 o'clock, scarcely able 


to drag their feet another step. . 

It was the first day of actual hardship 
which the marchers have experienced, an 
up and down hill journey over muddy roads 
in rain and snow. The lest six miles were 
made in pitch darkness, ankle deep in mud, 
and in the face of a bitter northeaster. 


Women Refuse Auto Rides, 

The footsore, weary women refused offers 
of a “lift” from two passing automobiles, 
for-they have vowed to travel the entire dis- 
tance to Albany afoot. 

Mise Rosalie G. Jones, leader of the ex- 
pedition, who for two days has walked with 
painfully blistered feet, almost collapsed 
when she led her followers into the hotel 
where they stopped for the night. 


Leave Peekskill in Downpour. 

The day's start was made at Peekskill in 
a downpour of rain which was soon succeed- 
ed by flurries of snow. The women reached 
Garrison, across the Hudson river from West 
Point, at 1 o'clock, having made ten miles 
in three hours. The remaining twelve miles, 
through hilly country, took five hours of 
muddy plodding. The women as they 
marched kept up their spirits with songs, 
gave their suffrage yell, and distributed suf- 
frage literature. 


' Suffrage Loses in Michigan. 
Lansing, Mich., Dec. 19.—According to the 
final returns as canvassed by the state board 
of canvassers today the equal suffrage 
amendment lost in Michigan by a majority of 
760.

OLDEST EVER DISCOVERED. 


Portion of Human Cranium Belonging 
to “Lower Pleistocene Period’’ Found 
in Sussex. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 19,—Portions of the oldest 
human skull that has been discovered were 
laid before the fellows of the Geological 
Society last night by Charles Dawson and Dr. 
Arthur Smith Woodward of the Natural His- 
tory museum at Kensington. 

Acoording to Dr. Woodward, whose deiuc- 
tions received the support of the society, 
the skull belongs to the “ lower Pleistocene 
period,” whith tannot be accurately com- 
It is far older than 
the skulls which are preserved of the “‘ cave 
man,’ Which was the oldest type of man 
Previously known. 

The portions of the skull were anearthed 
in Sussex, 

A dim conception of the skull’s antiquity 
may be gained by the fact that the gravel 
in which it was embedded may havg been 
carried thers by a stream which is now the 
river Ouse, which since has cut for iteelf a 
channel eighty feet deep a niile distant from 
the spot,

Vocational training is just as closely re- 
lated to community Hife or to citizenship as 
elementary academic training, therefore the 
setting up of an indepencent system for that 
kind of work would merely be the beginning 
of a separation of the free school system 
into as many independent partial systems as 
there would be from time to time demands 
‘from groups of enthusiasts for a particular 
phase of education. 

It ought to be kept in mind that the young 
people who are to take advantage of the 
proposed vocational training are ‘the product 
of the homes and schools of the community 
and that the community is offering them 
additional free opportunity for self-improve- 
ment.. The proposed system can in no sense 
be other than a part of the general com- 
munity scheme of education, 


Violates Practical Economy. 

The proposed dual administration of the 
free schols of Chicago is opposed to a sound 
municipal policy, not only on account of the 
educational considerations involved, but be- 
cause it violates all the- rules of practical 
economy. The municipal waste in the pres- 
ent part use of schoo! buildings and equip- 
ments is appalling. 

Three hundred schoolhouses, some of which 
have cost almost a million dollars, are, with 
a few exceptions, open for community use 
only twenty-five hours a week and for only 
forty weeks in the year. The public already 
ig beginning to ask a fuller utilization of these 
excellent buildings and a few experiments 
in the way-of social centers, lectures, and 
assemblies for public discussioh are already 
in progress. 

What shall we say of a policy which would 
require useless duplication of most elaborate 
and costly buildings and equipments, tv- 
gether with the large expense of care and 
maintenance? — 


Hazards of Division. 

While it may be advisable at the present 
time to emphasize the importance of agri- 
cultural, commercial, and industrial educa- 
tion throughout the state by new legislation 
and by special state aid, it cannot be held 
in the case of Chicago that there is either 
unwillingness or inability on the part of the 
pecple to solve the problem. Their system 
of public education, everywhere recognized 
as in the highest degree broad and liberal, 
ought not to be subjected to the hazards of 
a divided administration. 

There ie no reason why the work now in 
progress in the schools and that already 


| planned for the near future cannot be mod.» 


ified and extended to meet such demands as 
by trial are found to exist. 

The impoverishment of the present schoo!

He drew the picture yesterday in discussing 
the possible results of the negotiations now 
pending for the merger of the elevated and 
surface line companies. While details even 
of the more important kind, such as the 
financing of subway construction have not 
been discussed up to this time, the mayor 
forecast\in a general way the benefits that 
May come to the citizens, if the negotiations 
are successful. 


Mayor Outlines Plans, 

" "We have great hopes that from the pres 
ent negotiations a settlement of the merger 
question will be brought about,” he said; and 
then outlined the prospect as it appedtréd 
to him, dwelling with emphasis upon the pro- 
tection of the public's rights in the merger 
deal. 

“ Briefly,” he explained, “ it might be said 
the Settlement will be along the lines of the 
traction ordinances of 1907. A new ordinance 


| will be drafted and submitted to the voters 


of Chicago in a general referendum. It will 
cover not only the surface lines but also the 
elevated lines under terms that will give te 
the citizens a 5 cent fare over the elevated 
lines, the surface roads, and the subway sys- 
term to be constructed.. 

“It will provide for universal transfers 
from the elevated lines to the surface lines 
and vice versa, and from elevated and sur- 
face lines to the subways and vice versa. 

“The city is to have the right to take over 
the entire plant on a valuation and cap.tal 
account to be decided upon in adwance. The

“In that way automatically the entire 

proposition will be amortized so the traction

which the city will_be represented. 
' “ We betieve the city should have its share 
of representatives on this board during the 
terms of the agreement, and at its expiration 
all this property will become the property 
of the city without the payment ofa single 
cent ! addition to the-revenue derived from 
the lines.”’ 

The mayor gaid such questions as the extent 
of the subways to be used by the elevated 
lines, and the improvement of these lines out- 
side the. subways had not ‘been taken up 
for consideration.

Mix the cocoa, sugar, 
and butter, then add the milk. Cook until a 
teaspoon of the mixture will form a soft ball 
in cold water. Let the mixture stand until 
cool. Flavor and beat until creamy; add nuts 
if desired. Pour on a buttered: platter, then 
cut in squares. 

Divinity—Put into a smooth granite pan two 
cups sugar, one-half cup cold water, and one- 
half cup girup. Boil until a soft ball is 
formed when tried in cold water. Have the 
whites of two eggs beaten dry. Pour the hot 
mixture slowly on the egg whites. Beat while 
doing this until creamy and thick; add favor- 
ing and nut meats. Pour out on a deep but- 
tered plate and after the candy has hardened 
cut into squares.

Good Tatty Recipe 


Many people remark, “ Isn't “" ‘grand to he 
able #0 make your favorite candy—and so 
cheaply!” I have made this for church ba- 
gaars and it sells “like het cakes.” If this 
recipe is followed there is no failure. 
made it for years and it is always the same. 
Several of my presents at Christmas time are 
boxes of the candy, and I have often had 
peovle ask me to make some and that they 
will pay me. 

Here is the recipe: Two cups of granulated 
sugar, one cup of sirup, one-half cup of water, 


four tablespoons of vinegar, butter size of 


walnut or egg. Boil until it is brittle in cold 
water, then add enough essence of peppermint 
to suit taste (about one tablespoon). Pour on 
two platters, put one outdoors and one in- 
doors. <A® s00n as possible pull candy—out- 
doors, Then take unpuiled taffy and put with 
pulled taffy—this makes the candy two colors

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Fighting Cost of Living. 


BY MARY ELEANOR O'DONNELL. 
What a Young Couple -Did. 


“IT Offer this pian in hopes of benefiting 
young married people who come to Chicago 
without money to live for a time on a small 
Salary, as we did. 

“Each Sunday morning we set aside in a 
little book the amount we expected to spend 
each day of the next week on items which I 
shall enumerate herein. Each evening we 
checked the real amount spent opposite the 
anticipated amount. 

" We had $24 a week to spend. 
ing items show our system: 

“1. Kent, $5. A cheerful living room’ and 
bedroom. combined, with a tiny kitchenette. 
Gas was furnished. 

“2. Food, $6. 


“<{a) The amount of staples needed after an 
inventory of our kitchen was taken was de- 
termined on. The cost of those was computed 
and deducted from the $85. The rest was 
divided-to allow meals for seven days, allow- 
ing more for Sunday than for week days. (We 
usually had a friend or two dine with us on 
Sunday.) 


““(b) We had little meat, but many vegeta- 
bles and much fruit, which usually took the 
Place of dessert. We bought our butter, most 
of our meat and our fruit at the markets down- 
town. Our vegetables we secured usually 
from peddlers. We inspected everything we 
bought and we bought in small quantities, with 
the exception of a few staples. In this way. 
we had variety. 


“(c) Most of the schemes I used for saving 

have alfeady been given‘in this column. Not 
a thing was wasted. I cooked just enough 
if I could. Anything left over f reheated for 
my-own liinch the next day. My husband ate 
1@ or 12 cents worth of food at a good cafe- 
teria downtown for his lunch. We have, by 
following this plan, enough for a really good 
evening dinner. If I needed one spoonful of 
lard I used that, no more. I cut bread in 
tiny slices: so no remnants would be left at 
the plates. If bread dried I toasted it and 
used it in place of crackers with soup. 
» “(d) I ‘planned any meals most carefully 
early each morning and they were really good 
enough for any one. , Occasionally, but not 
often, I bought a small piece. of cake or ple at 
a delicatessen. We always bought home made 
bread there. 

“3. Car fare and sundries, such as stamps, 
papers, $2. This was the maximum amount, 
and often we did not spend that. 

“4. Laundry, $1. <A few simple things as 
towels I washed out In the bath tub and dried 
in my room. Fine clothes were sent to the 
hand laundry, but most of the other things 
were done satisfactorily at a steam laundry. 

“5. Amusement, $1, plus any amount saved 
from the $13 for necessities, A near by li- 
brary was our chief entertainment. We read 
there: all the good magazines and never spent 
a cent ourselves for one. 

“6, Clothes and various things. We had 
$10 left after the above amount was spent. We 
managed to buy good, serviceable clothes, in- 
cluding a tailored suit apiece each season and 
to have ‘always in the treasury money for a 
possible doctor bill, a visit home, etc.

Why. Twins Are Alike. | ; 


The amazingly close physical. resémblance 
that. twins often bear to one an r ts often 
accompanied by a curious sympathy that Smacks 
almost of the sup@rnatural, The late Sir Francis 
Galton, the great scientist, made a special study 
of the subject and annouhced that with some 


pairs of twins that had come:under Mis netice 


the two seemed not so much two separate beifigs 
as one cut in two, each half feeling whaterer 
affected the other, whether physically or’ men- 
tally. 

There is, for instance, a case on record in 
which two twins had at the age of 23 their first 
experience of toothache. The pain came to’ both 
on the same day and the same tooth had to be 
extracted in each case. These twins were re- 
markably alike and very fond of each other. 
They kept house together. When one sickened 
and died of Bright's disease the other fell a 
victim to the same disease (which is not con- 
tagious) shortly after. 

That the physical likeness of twins extends 
much deeper than the skin is also shown by a 
curious case that the medical papers were dis- 
cussing some time ago. A Paris hospital doctor 
had under his charge a patient suffering from 
an attack of rheumatic ophthalmia. One day 
the patient remarked: 

“My twin brother must be having ophthalmia 
just now.” 

The doctor smiled at the idea, but next morn- 
ing the patient handed him a letter from the 
other twin, then at Vienna. It began with the 
words, “I am down with ophthalmia. I suppose 
you have it, too?’ 

Twins, rsearches show, are nearly always 
either so alike that it is almost impossible to 
tell the difference between them or else very 
unlike one-another indeed. Cases in which they 
are only moderately alike are comparatively 
rare. 

When they are very unlike each other (and 
when one is.a boy and the other a girl this is 
practically always the case) the physical un- 
likeness is accompanied by a similar mental one. 

When the charactefs of twins are not exactly 
the same they dfe exactly the opposite of one 
another. One will be quick, self-confident, and 
quick tempered, but quick to forgive; the other 
is slow, shy, and good tempered, but slow to 
forgive when roused. 

Many pairs of twins, as every one Kiows, are 
difficult or almost impossible to tell apart. In 
the case of these striking resemblances the 
similarity of character which accompanies it 
breaks out in curious’ ways.. A London. news- 
paper recently drew attention to a couple of 
Peckham twins, named Evans, who bewilder the 
stranger by making the same remarks simulta- 
neously and begin humming the same song at 
the same moment. There are lots of similar 
cases on record. 

The theory that a curious telepathy exists 
between twins, or, as scientists put it, that their 
minds are in duplicate, is borne oug by ~-the 
number of twins who are jn the habit of. finish- 
ing one another's sentences. 

One of the most curious instances of this 
similarity of ideas among twins—one inguired 
into and authenticated by Sir ancis Galton 
himself—is that of a man who, traveling in 
Scotiand, bought a set of champagne glasses 
which caught his attention as a surprise for his 
twin brother, while at the same time his brother 


was buying an exactly similar set as & surprise 


for the first twin. 

However startlingly alike they thay be in face. 
ways, and mind, the man who Knows a pair of 
twins can readily verify the curious fact that 
in one point the likeness never holds. No two 
twins, for some inexplicable reason, ever write 
alike.

Soak liver in water, milk, and salt for two 
hours, After it has been drained and wiped cut 
it into thin slices, the bacon into little cubes 
to sprinkle over liver, with sdéme dried mint 
which has prevously been sonked.
